Mr. Editor: 

In an office in Woodstock, backed by 
Chicago money and turned into a political 
manufactory of "the peerless candidate for 
senator," "the farmers' friend for con- 
gress," and "the candidate of the common 
people for state's attorney," a. newspaper 
article was written which first appeared in 
the Woukegaii Gazette, and which has 
been eagerlv copied by the Woodstock 
Republican, the Harvard Independent and 
the Hebron Tribune, as follows: 

••McHenry county seeks not only tho 
senntorship, but the legislature as well, 
a step which has broken the old ngree- 
ment passing tho Benatorship between 
toe three counties in rotation. Sburt- 
Jeff's entrance into the race for ro- 
election is the one thing which broko 
thenrrangenientnndthatstep alone will . 
lose Mr. Shurtleff many votes in Lake 
county, because it had been hoped the 
old agreement would prevail even 
under the new primary law. The 
thing for Shurtleff to have done was 
either to go out after the senalorship 
or else retire for two years and then 
again seek the legislature when it 
came McHenry 1 * turn to send a man 
to the lower house. According to re- 
ports, Shurtleff's stand on the primary 
law, together with other thingB, are 
going to hurt him much this' time and 
it is reported there is danger that he 
cannot even carry his own county in- 
hi8 race for renominatioh. According- 
ly, if he gets the little support expected 
f from Boone and Lake counties, • biB. 
chances for re-election, look rather 
dubious." 

It sounds strange that the pure friends of 
the people should endeavor to nullify the 
primary law and Beek to nominate their 
candidates by the sanctity of a political 
bargain. It is astonishing that a ••peer- 
less leader" and "the choice of the people" 
should become so worried about the intel- 
ligence of the people nnd their political 
action that he should seek to divert tbenf 
by means of a political bargain or custom 
that had been made by unholy politicians. 
And who is it that is invoking tho nid 
of a political bargain to elect a state sen- 
ator from McHenry county? It 'U Albert 
J. Olson of- Chicago. 

Mr. Olson was a delegate to the judicial 
convention in Cook county in April, 190G. 
Mr.' Olson sat in the Cook county Repub- 
lican convention as n delegate on August 
S, 1U00., Mr. Olson wai»;a delegate to the 
Republican state convention at Springfield 
from the Cth dolegnte district of the 22nd 
Ward of Chicago, on August 14. 1900. 
Eighty-three days only.; after sitting in 
that convention, Mr, Olson cast his first 
vote in McHenry county, on Novomber 0, 
1900, in defiance of tho law that requires it 
ninety day residence in a county- before o 
person-is-ehtiUed tojvoto. Mr. Olson*! Was 
a member of the Illinois House from Chi- 
cago in 1895 and in 1897. and voted for the 
Allen law, granting a fifty year franchise 
to street railways, the gas consolidation 
law, and the gas frontage act, which created 
a gas monopoly in Chicago. . Mr.: Olson 
was a member of the city council in Chi- 
cago from 1893 to 1902. 

Albert J. Olson is in the fight for state 
senntor from this district at the request.of 
Governor Charles S. Deneen, and .has 
joined hands with David H.Jackson, the 
mayor of Lake Forest, who is tho Deneen 
leader in Lake county and a candidate for 
the lower Houbc Mr. Olson is hand and 
glove with an element in Boone county, ten 
of whom a few days ago visited Governor 
Deneen in Chicago and obtained their 
orders that I must be driven out of politics 
in this district.

The day after the inquest over the re- 
mains of Jence«, wbo wus killed from a 
shot from Petkewic's revolver, Petkewic 
being exonerated of blame by a coroner's 
jury, as a blind Petkewic took bis dinner 
pail in his working clothes and started off 
ostensibly to work. It wa* a blind nnd he 
fled.. 

The same day 200 Lithuanians, furious 
at the death of Jances and anxious to 
avenge it, banded together, raised mouey 
and voted to-pursue and enpturn the fugi- 
tive. 

The tip was that he would be home Sat 
urday night or Monday morning nnd de- 
tectives were watching the house prepared 
to nnb him the instant he should make an 
appearance. 

However it is believed that frjends got 
word to him in some way and as a result 
he did not show up. - — 

The chase continued all day Sunday, an 
attorney and detectives tracing him to 
Gary, Indiana, where all trace of him was 
lost. Lithuanianc Bay he will be followed 
to the ends of the earth if necessary.

The grounds 
are excellent for strategic speculation # on 
the part of the militia officials, abourfdjng 
in hills, ravines, small streams and groveB 
and the winning side would have brain 
power behind it to a surprising degree to 
solve the difficulties. This, it is taken', is 
what the state is looking for.

My Dear Sin—Some one opposed to my candidacy for State Senator has seen fit 
to distribute throughout this Senatorial District what purports to be a copy of a Cook 
County Republican delegate ballot, bearing date of August 4, 1900, on which my name 
appears as a Republican delegate to the State and County Convention of that year. 

As tho same were mailed through the postoftice nt Cary, Illinois, I assumo they 
were mailed by Mr. Mentch, who is nlso a candidate for State Senator. 

While no claim is made that 1 have not been nn actual resident of McHenry 
county for over five years, the inference is that 1 was n resident of Cook county on 
August 4, 1906, else my name would not have appeared ns a Republican delegate. 

In answer permit me to sny, that if my name appeared nn any Republican 
ticket in Cook county in the year 1006, as a delegate or in any other way, it was with" 
out my knowledge. 

In the year of 1904 1 was elected as a delegate to the Republican State Conven- 
tion from Cook county, and that is the last time that I have any knowledge of my 
name being used on any ticket in Cook county. 

I did not at that time osk or seek to be a delegate and no question was then raisep 
as to whether I had a right to be a delegn£ or not. 1 did not know that my Repub* 
lican friends had my name on ns a delegate until shortly before the primaries were 
held. . 

As to niy residence in McHenry county will say, I have made Woodstock my 
home for over eight months of each year from 1893 to tho spring' of 1903. Since the 
spring of 1903 I have been nn actual resident of the city of Woodstock, where I have 
been engaged in business for nearly twenty years. 

The Constitution of thiH state has seen fit to provide that a two years' residenc e 
in the district at the time of the election is sufficient. My/ residence in this district 
has practically been for the last fifteen years, but my bonified residence in Woodstock, 
McHenry county, has been since the spring of 1903,. » 

I ask that you publish this letter in the- interest of fair play.

SENATOR HOPKINS 

TO SUPERVISE 
TARIFF CHANGES 

Congress, during "tie last' session; au- 
thorized the finance committee of the 
senate to investigate all matters rel at- 
ing to the tariff, with the idea of pre- 
paring a bill for introduction at the 
(forthcoming session to amend tho varl- 
oub schedules of the tariff law. Under 
this authorization Mr. Hopkins ha* 
been made chairman of tho subcommit- 
tee to fix tho rates and duties on all 
goods imported into the country and 
determine tho cost of foreign products 
that come into competition- with like 
products in tho United States. It is 
this subcommittee that will practically 
have charge of the new tariff law. Thus 
the junior Illinois Senator will occupy 
a position of potential influence when 
tariff legislation is again undertaken. 
It is a position that is second to none 
in importance, nnd its relation to the 
business interests of the great middle 
west will be best appreciated by busi- 
ness men. It is a long time'' since a 
senator from the Ttfississippi Valley has 
been accorded a place of such influence 
upon the greatest working committee 
of congress. Usually the subcommittee 
that is charged with tho duty of fixing 
rates and schedules has, as* its chap- 
man, a senator from one of the eastern 
states where tariff is a religion: Tho 
fnct that Senator Hopkins has been 
chosen for the chairmanship would in- 
dicate a radical change of policy on 
the part of those senators who for 
so many j<jars have controlled the 
finance committee. It indicates a pur- 
pone on their,, part to yield in some 
measure at least to the demands of the 
middle west for changes in schedules 
that will permit broader reciprocal 
trade relations for tho manufactured 
products of the middle western states 
than have heretofore existed. 

It is a. matter of record that tho de- 
mand for reciprocity had its origin in 
Illinois, Iowa, Wisconsin and other 
middle western states and most of its 
advocates como from that section. 
Eastern manufacturers, particularly 
those of New England, steadfastly op- 
pose reciprocity, and their influence in 
Washington was' great enough to pre- 
vent favorable consideration of any 
of the numerous treaties that have 
boon considored by the committee on 
foreign relations, of which Senator Cul- 
lorn is chairman. Senator Cullom and 
his comnrfttco colleagues have repeat- 
edly reported the treaties to the senate, 
with favoiablo recommendations, but 
they have always been sidetracked by 
tho pro-tariff sonators, or where they 
wero pressed to a vote they have been 
defeated under the rule, which requires 
a two-thirds majority for tho adoption 
of a treaty. With Senator Hopkins 
acting as chairman of the subcommit- 
tee that will pass upon the revision of 
schedules, it seems probable that the 
long fight of the manufactyors of the 
middle west for legislatur ^Precognition 
will be won. Senator Ho/kins has al- 
ways be.ea In complete accord with 
their desires, bnt never heretofore has 
ho been in a position to master so fa* 
rorablo an influence in aiding them to 
Achieve their desires.

Mr. Covey has represented this district 
in the house for two terms and has been 
urged by many friends toenter the field for 
the upper house and has finally consented .

While little attention .is paid to legi'sla-v 
tive offices by ninny of the voters, they are 
very important; the Legislature has to do 
with the appropriation of millions of dol- 
lars, for the maintenance of the penal, re- 
formatory and charitable institutions; laws 
are enacted which affect the every day life 
and affairs of the people morethan by the 
National Congress. An employe of a busi- 
ness house or manufacturing institution. if 
loyal to his employer because more and 
more valuable ,each year; it is the same 
with a legislator, if he is honeBt and seeks 
to serve his constituents; each year's ex- 
perience renders him more valuable and 
efficient. 

According to the custom adopted in this 
district for many years, McHenry county 
would this year be entitled to the State . 
Senator, and Lake and Boone counties, each 
a member of the lower house. Inasmuch, * 
as McHenry county has not Keen fit to abide 
by the„otd agreement, but already has two 
candidates for the Fenate and one for the , 
house, nnd Lake county has two candidates 
for the hou^e and one for the senate, it is" 
only proper that Boone county should have ' 
candidates for both house and senate also. 
When I was first elected to the legisla-. 
ture I was, and still am, president of the 
North Belvidere board of education and 
naturally was interested in 'educational 
legislation At my/request I was appoint- 
ed on the educational committee nnd have 
served on this committee bijth sessions. 
Every school director, trustee or' township 
treasurer. or any person who has occasion 
to consult our school lawn has probably 
been confused by their conglomerated con- 
dition — there nre many conflicting* sections 
and it i* difficult for nn attornev to say 
nothing of a layman, to ascertain what the 
law is. Our committee took this matter 
up and made provision for having the 
whole school law revised and re- written' 
and after the next session we hope to hive 
the school law in more intelligible forth i 

•There'is a crying need in many of the 
municipalities of our state for a law to reg-; 
ululolhe price of' gas nnd electricity u*e<&> 
for light, huht and power, also for the in- 
spection of gas and electric meters that the 
connimor may know what lie is p.iyingforT 
I succeeded in getting a bill through the 
house giving city councils the right to

establish, own, contrpl and operate gas and 
electric light plauts'and to furnish gas and. 
electricity for public and private use; also, 
to regulate the sale of gas ami electricity, 
to fix the price nnd standard of quality 
thereof nnd to provide for the inspec iqn of 
the same. This bill after passing the house 
was referred to a senate committee nnd 
there killed, never being reported out. I 
telieve, however, after giving the matter 
more study, that the most satisfactory 
method of correcting the abuses connected 
with the supplying of gas and electricity 
is through the medium of a public service 
commission such as recently provided for 
in the state of New- York through the ef- 
forts of Governor Hughes. Powerful inV 
fiuence8 are against any regulation of these 
matters and the people are not aptio get 
any relief until they rise in their might 
and demand through their representatives 
legislation for the correction of these 
abuses. 

I believe that a saving to the tax payers 
of the state could be made by doing away 
with township tax collectors and having 
the toxes paid to the county treasurers; and 
that the taxes should be paid in semi-an- 
nual installments; the money its not needed 
all at once by the state, and the tax payers 
might just as well have 'the* use of .it as to 
have it lying in the vaults of the "state - :

THE DAIRY QUESTION. 



In 1900 when I was first elected to 
the House, Northern Illinois was 
greatly disturbed over a Proclamation 
which" had been Issued by the then 
Governor of the State, John R. Tnn- 
ner quarantining all dairy cows that 
were shipped into the State of Illin- 
ois, and a system of testing tne dairy 
herds of Illinois was begun, under the 
then, Board of Live Stock Commis- 
sioners which brought out many mass 
meetings, shot guri brigades and many 
of the flneBt herds of dairy cows In 
Northern Illinois were tested, con- 
demned and slaughtered and their 
owners received little or no compen- 
sation for the same. 

This was instigated, fanned and en- 
couraged by the newspapers m Chica- 
go which then and as they are doing 
now, frantically charge the aalry in- 
terests with murder, every time a baby 
from disease, suffocation or any acci- 
dent, dies in the city of Chicago; ann 
It was further fanned and encouraged 
by a hungry horde of salary grabbers 
who were.nnxlous to hold a public po- 
sition, feed at the. public crib and live 
off the sweat of other men's brows. . 

I mention this, not so much to go 
back to the period of 1901 and Its un- 
fortunate history, but, to. call, to the 
attention of the dairymen of North- 
ern Illinois, that after the period ot 
repose, the Inspector is again abroad 
black-mailing the farmers, pretending 
to powers that he does not have nnd 
which he was only . prevented from 
having by one of the fiercest fights 
that was ever waged at Springfield. 

In 1901 before the beginning of the 
session of the legislature I made two 
trips to Springfield and secured the 
assistance of Governor Yates and dur- 
ing the session of that winter an np : 
proprintlon bill was ptit.through the 
legislature and blgned by the Govern- 
or reimbursing 'the owners of dairy 
cattle whose herds had been condemn- 
ed and slaughtered, and/ they* were 
paid the full appraised' value of all 
such cattle which had been condemn- 
ed because they did not respond to 
the tuberculin test, but' they were 
cattle 1 which -appeared perfectly, sound 
and the best herdB. This did not con- 
sist so much initti£.aniount of money 
secured for the farmers, but It in ef- 
fect put a' stop to the further assaults 
upon the dairy interests, by the de- 
struction" of thelrjlifrijs. For seven 
years the, comparatively, few herds 
tested sufficed to 'cure' the whole cat- 
tle kind but we are. again in the re- 
current period and 'the Inspector 1b 
abroad" agaln^ahaMtiB-right-that -the 
people should -.know ^.with,' what au- 
thority.

But there , is no authority on the 
part of any Inspector or Agent— either 
from the Board of Health of Chicago 
or The State Pure Food Commission 
to go upon a' Man's Farm and pretend 
to Inform HIM what' cattle he shall or 
shall not 'own— what buildings he may 
or .Tiay not build— or in any. manner 
to control the. Sanitary Conditions 
about farms; arid I will explain why;

It was my privilege In. the session 
of 1903 to introduce and assist In pass- 
ing the appropriation bill, that made 
this station one of the leading ones 
in the country. 

I submit the letters written by Mr. 
Davenport; the Dean of the College of 
Agriculture in 1903 and others, which 
came to me voluntarily and which I 
fully appreciate: 

Urbana, 111., May 9, 1903. 
Hon. Edward D. Shurtleff, 

Marengo, 111. 
My Dear Sir: 

I had no, opportunity the evening 
of adjournment to see you for a last 
word. 

I cannot express to you in words 
the deep appreciation I feel for the 
service you rendered the Agricultural 
College and Experiment Station bill 
the last moment, nor do I feel that It 
Is possible for you to understand the 
full significance of what was. gained. 

First of all It provides a fund that 
will assure the future of the Col- 
lege as an institution for teaching ag- 
riculture second to none in the coun- 
try. The first section also Insures 
that we shall be able to provide build- 
ings for the College and Station which 
will be no reproach to the state. Of 
course this much was conceded by the 
Senate at the time of amending your 
bill. 

What you won on conference was 
not only of great moment to the work 
here, but what Is of exceeding Impor- 
tance, It fixes standards and will sim- 
plify matters greatly another session. 

What I mean Is this: The amounts 
herein provided for Investigation are 
sufficient for the work — and unless 
It may be along the horticultural lines, 
I can anticipate no reason for asking 
that these amounts bo changed. "What 
you gained therefore, not only insures 
us funds for the present period, but 
settles principles and precedence 
which are of more value than can be 
fully realized at this time. To put It 
all In a few words what you did at the 
last moment fixes final standards for 
both College and Station. 

The bill had many friends, nnd so 
far as known, no enemies. I am sat- 
isfied that what the Senate did was 
done without full appreciation of its 
significance, and wining back, as you 
did, nearly everything, wns a great 
triumph for agriculture. The farmers 
of the state owe you a lasting debt of 
gratitude. 

I shall always take pleasure in mak- 
ing known your real service for this 
bill in the last critical moment of 
the session, and especially will I be 
glad to do so In and about McHenry 
County. 

I enclose copy of a letter to my 
friends Messrs* Thompson and Hunt. 
I do not know whether they happen 
to be your friends or not, but the let- 
ter expresses my sentiments as I feel 
them.

TAXATION AND REVENUE. 

I took some part In the passage of 
the Apportionment Bills In 1901, the 
Child Labor laws In 1903, the passage 
of the Constitutional Amendment In 
1903, which was submitted to the vot- 
ers of the state In that year and ad- 
opted, authorizing and permitting the 
Legislature of the State to Draft a 
Special Bill or Bills for a Chicago 
Charter, which, when submitted to 
the voters of that city and adopted, 
should become the Organic law of 
the city of Chicago — and several such 
acts were passed In 1905 and adopted 
by, the voters of Chicago, such as 
The Municipal Court Act, the Mayor's 
Term Act, the authority, to sell gas 
and electricity . Act, and in .1907, the 
General , Charter t Act, • largely written 
arid passed upon by Charter -Com* 
mlttee y consisting of 12 of- the .leading 
"and prominent mem 'of Chicago, l was 
passed by the Legislature^ originating. 
In the House^-and 'although indorsed 
and backed. .by,nearjy every newspaper 
In the City of Chicago, it waB defeated 
at- the polls In that city. In September, 
1907. 

Since, thnt, time, there seems, an ap- 
parent intention of passing ''certain 
portions ,ot: the t Chicago Charter, not 
as Charter Bills 1 , but as General State 
.Laws, and made applicable to the whole 
state.' In 19087'the legislature' passed 
the "WJieel ?Tax. Bill'? authorizing, all 
cities and ' ' : villages by Ordinance' to 
levy a "Wheel tax, 

%*Later In 1908 there wefe proposed 
what was termed the -Mayors. .Bond 
Bills', iWhlch: was lneffec^ a, system .of 
changing, the,; revemtt laws, so that 
the actual value of property 'should 
be divided 1 ' by three to make i.Its) as- 
sessed valuation y Instead l of *Dlvidlpg.

and sent to each member ; of 5 the Le- 
gislature a printed Blip. as, follows: 

The bills, that are known: as the 
"Bond Bills,'* wanted by several may- 
ors of Illinois; ' provide for changing 
the method of arriving at tho assessed 
valuation of property, as follows: 
^•.Taking. one-third of the actual, value 
instead of one fifth, which 1 addB two- 



thirds to tho present assessed* valu- 
ation, and thereby permitting of mak- 
ing the additional levy of taxes on the 
same amounts as now raised, and two- 
thirds in addition, This Is said to be 
overcome by changing the Juul law 
tax limitation and making the limit of 
all taxes covered by the Juul law three 
per cent Instead of five per cent, and 
thus authorizing the issue of addition- 
al bonds and not increasing the taxa- 
tion. In other words,, $300 actual 
value divided by 5, gives $60 assessed 
valuation, and upon a tax rate of 5 per 
cent would produce $3 taxes. $300 ac- 
tual value, divided by 3 would produce 
$100 assessed value; multiplied by 3, 
the rate would produce $3 taxes— the 
same. But it would authorize an is- 
sue of bonds on the basis. of 100 In- 
stead of 60. It Is quite true that this 
could be done and not raise the limit 
of taxation In the City of Chicago. 
But the Juullaw 1 , limiting taxation to 
five per cent excludes from ilts opera- 
tion state taxes, village taxes, levee 
taxes, school building taxes, district 
school taves, high sschool taxes, road 
and bridge taxes, and also bonded in- 
debtedness taxes in cities with bond- 
ed indebtedness, exceeds ten per cent, 
of the assessed valuation of property. 

It will he seen from this that the 
only Items of taxes current in all 
places in Illinois outside of Chicago, 
covered by the Juul law, consists of 
city taxes, 2 per cent limit; county 
taxes, .0075; town tax/ 1 or 2 mills 
to the dollar; and in very rare cases 
a high school tax and library or park 
tax; so that, In effect, the Juul law 
limitation of taxes, whether five per 
cent or three per cent, does not affect 
any district except the City of Chica- 
go proper. 

The Increasing of the assessed val- 
uation would permit the raising of 
additional .taxes two-thirds more than 
can be raised now; or, in other words, 
would raise the per cent of tax two- 
thirds, based on the present assessed 
valuation. This would work out In 
an ordinary dlBtrlct outside of Chica- 
go, with the raise, as follows: 

Present Proposed Rate 

Limit. Present As't. 

State 0050 .0050 

County ...... .0075 .0125 

Town 0020 .0030 

Village or city .0200 .0333 

School building .0250 .0110 

School district. .OOSO .0410 

Road & bridge .0080 .0132 

.0925 .0132 

So that, In all districts outside of 
Chicago, or to a larger extent, the 
limit of taxation would be raised from 
substantially $.0925 to $.1490, or a 
raise In taxation of substantially 
$.0571 on the dollar. 

The answer to this Is that the tax- 
ings bodies will not levy these taxes; 
that It will not increase' the taxation 
at all; that they do not use all these 
funds anyway, and that it could be left 
to the taxing bodies outside of Chica- 
go to determine, without any limit, 
how much they should raise. If this 
argument Is true, then why have a 
tax limit at all? Taxing bodies are 
largely the same every where, and the 
argument that this change of system 
would not lead to increased taxation 
In the country is not strictly true. 
It would authorize an increased tax. 
as above stated, in all districts out- 
side of Chicago. 

And the bills in the House on pass- 
age received only six or eight votes 
In the state coming from districts 
outside of Chicago — every member 
from Cook county voting for the bills. 
There Is doubtless an emergency In 
many cases for the issuing of more 
bonds and it Is not a serious offense 
for cities In this generation to make 
valuable and lasting Improvements 
and permit the next generation to 
assist in paying the bill, but this must 
be done without removing all limits 
from taxation In the country and in 
fact the tax limit* on all lines MUST 
NOT BE RAISED for the people and 
property, at the present time, are 
taxed sufficiently high, and this Is 
one of the acute questions that has 
now gone over to the next legislature 
and there is no doubt but that, if 
time is taken, and that matter studied, 
the revenue laws can be bettered and 
all Interests of the State taken care 
of.

It means 
that the 10,000 Highway Commission- 
ers will have to ask Chicago — how 
they can mend and care for their 
roads and bridges — with Chicago hav- 
ing no similar interest. It means, , in 
fact, that one CENTER, oftentimes 
coming down into the hands of one 
Man shall be the whole RULING PO- 
WER in the State of Illinois. In fact; 
even now, the DANGER POINT has 
been passed, and CHICAGO andT 
COOK County, Btanding together as 
they frequently do — have only to get 
seven Senators and twenty Represent- 
atives, to have the full control of the 
State. 

A Resolution should be passed at 
the next Session of the Legislature, 
submitting to the People of the State 
A Constitutional Amendment, chang- 
ing this Rule and limiting Cook coun- 
ty's,Hold upon the Legislature and the 
State. It has been proposed to Limit 
Cook county to One-Third of the Re- 
presentation. I hardly believe in this 
Rule as it Is arbitrary, and would be 
taxation without Representation, and 
would likely not command a two- 
thirds vote in each House, required. 
I have heretofore suggested a Reso- 
lution by way of compromise, which 
gives Cook county full representation 
In one House, for example, In the 
Lower House, and limits her repre- 
sentation in the Senate by giving to> 
each county in .the State a Senator 
and providing the Cook county's ratio 
of Senators remain aj it is or evert 
to add a few of the present number 
In Cook county. This would have the 
advantage of not interfering with any 
present Senator's seat. It would make 
the Senate a larger body and give 
to the Senate 101 members from the 
country and practically 25 to 30 from 
the City. 'The city of .Chicago would 
likely in time control the Lower 
House. The Senate would likely be 
more susceptible to public opinion, be- 
ing a larger body, and one House 
would be a check upon the other by 
reason of Its different control.

MILLION FOR AER ONAUTICS 

GEN. ALLEN TO ASK CONGRESS 
FOR BIG APPROPRIATION. 



» Wants to Purchase Two Military Bal- 
loons — Hydrogen Gas Plant 
Building at Fort Omaha. 

Washington. — Encouraged by the 
general interest manifested In the 
coming Fort Myer balloon tests 
and prompted by the advancement of 
other nations In aeronautics, Brig. 
Gen. James Allen, chief signal officer, 
and the board of ordnance and fortifi- 
cations of the war department will 
recommend the appropriation by con- 
gress next winter of $1,000,000 for 
aeronautics. 

With this money Gen. Allen, pro- 
poses to erect two balloon stations on 
the Atlantic coast at Now York and 
at Fort Monroe, Va., and to purchase 
two balloons of the type of the Re- 
publlquo, tho Immense dirigible built 
by tho French government to replace 
the La Patrlc, which was lost at Vor- 
dun, France, last winter. A balloon of 
thai size would cost 5100,000. 

A large steel balloon houso is near- 
Mng completion at Fort Omaha, Neb., 
under tho direction of Capt C. DeF. 
Chandler of the signal corps. A gas 
generating plant Is bolng built in con- 
nection with tho balloon houso and 
tho electricity for supplying power for 
tho plant will be purchased from the 
electric lighting plant at Omaha. This 
will be the first modern hydrogen gas 
plant to bo built for the army, tho 
present plant at Fort Myer, Va., being 
tompornry and inadequate. When tho 
plant at Omaha is complotcd, officers 
studying at tho servlco schools at 
Fort Leavenworth, Kan., will bo In- 
structed in practical aeronautics.

A 
mixed company numbering 100 men 
went to AdamsvBle, whore Friday 
afternoon an engagement between 
strike sympathizers and deputies took 
place, In which one deputy was killed. 

'Montgomery, Ala.— Troop D of the 
First squadron,' Alabama, cavalry, 
which has been in camp hero partici- 
pating In ttfo practice shoot, received 
orders Friday afternoon to report In 
Birmingham to Sheriff Hlgdon. Tho 
troops left Montgomery on an early 
train Saturday. 



— John A. Van Rensselaer, 
son of Mrs. John King Van Renssel- 
aer, and a member of one of New 
York's oldest families, was taken Into 
custody Monday . night on a, charge 
of attempted extortion. 

The arrest was mado on adviceB 
from Chief of Police Crowley of New- 
port, R. I., who received a complaint 
from Mrs. Van Rensselaer that her 
son had written a letter threatening 
her bodily harm unless she provided 
him with funds. Van Rensselaer is 
34 years old and married. 

The prisoner admitted to tho police 
he had written the letter, which reads: 

"I have Just seen Lawrence Lee, 
and I am given to understand that 
you will pay $30 per month for my

I iutend if I nm elected & the 
Senate to present this matter to tho com- 
mission and to have them embody it in 
their recommendations, and with their in-, 
dorsemont 1 hope to get sufficient interest 
aroused to have the change made iu our 
systeui.of collecting taxes. 

With the increasing use of tho nutomo- 
mobile and motorcycle there comes a grow- 
ing demand from, the cities For hard roads 
TheBe nre greatly to the advantage of tne 
farmer also, yet there is a disposition on 
the* part of the people of the large cities to 
throw all the burden or the greater part of 
it on the farmer. Good roads while a boon 
to the farmer are a direct benefit, to others 
besides the farmer. They are of great ad- 
vantage to the railroads, in that tliey en- 
able the farmer to ^steadily market their 
produce, thereby causing much leas fluctu- 
ations in the volume, of 'business from week 
to week; when the roads are good the rail- 
roads have more traffic thata they. can han- 
dle— when the roads are impassable traffic 
at once fallioff. The city people nre di- 
rectly benefited by good roads, in that they 
nre enabled to have a constant and steady 
reliable supply of good products, fuel, etc, 
Even in our own little city we have seen 
cordwood in the spring one or two dollar* 
higher because the roads were almost im- 
passable, the condition resulting in no 
benefit to the farmer as it was worth more 
than the difference in price, to. haul the 
wood over the bad roads. For these reas- 
ons and others I a\n in favor of both the 
state and national governments paying a 
g^od share for the building of roads. Mil- 
lions of dollars are annually appropriated 
to maintain the waterways of the country, 
it is time something is done by the nation- 
al government for the building of^ hard 
roads. 

If the City of Chicago continues to in- 
crease in population as it has the last de- 
cade it will soon have more people than 
the rest of the state. Cook county now 
has v two-fifths of the members of the Legis- 
lature. While we are all proud of this 
great city and of its rapid growth and de- 
velopment, there is a deep seated convic- 
tion of the people of the country and is 
shared also by many of the thoughtful 
residents of Chicago, that Chicago should 
never l>e allowed to control the State by 
having a majority of the members of the 
Legislature. New York city has a limit- 
ation on its representation, a'so Philadel- 
phia and St. Louis. There are a great 
many reasons which I have not here the 
space to enumerate why this should be 
done. I am in favor of a constitutional 
amendment so that it may be accomplish- 
ed at once. It takes a two-thirds vote of 
the. Legislature to pass a resolution for a 
constitutional amendment — we hnven't the 
votes now in the country to do it, but I 
I think it can be accomplished if handled 



diplomatically. It ought to be done by > 
all means before -another apportionment 
of the state is made. 

One of the most important measures 
passed by the last general. Assembly was 
the Local Option law. I supported this 
measure,. believing that on such an im- 
portant mntter as the regulation of the 
saloon, a matter so vitally affecting the 
administration. of our municipal affairs 
and the welfare of the" public, both' from a 
moral and economical standpoint, that . 
the people should have the right to ex- 
press themselves whether they' wanted sa- 
loon B t in their communities or not. This 
law differs from the old dram shop act in 
that instead of leaving it to tho decision 
of the mojority of tho city'council or vil- 
lage board, it is. now decided by a major- 
ity vote\pf the i electors themselves. Under ■ 
tho old law if n vote was taken on the sa- 
loon question by the City as a unit, it was 
a purely voluntary matter and there was 
no means of carrying out the expressed 
wiim of the people. The •. result was that 
in several cities of the state where H vote ' 
was taken and carried for no license,' the 
city council never the less issued licenses 
in defiance of the will of "the ' majority as 
expressed at the polU. The Loca| Option 
Law is simply a provision for carrying out 
the wishes of the majority as expressed by 
their votes on the saloon-question. A leg-; 
islator opposing a measure of this charac- 
ter would in my judgment be in nn inde- 
fensible position and would be really say- 
ing to his constituents "I am not' willing 
to give you the right to decide this matter . 
I know what vou want on' the "saloon ques- 
tion better than you do yourselves." 

Tho local option law is a "home rule" 
measure. those who voted for it in the leg- 
islature voted to give to every community 
the right to govern themselves in this mat- 
ter. 

In conclusion I would say that if you 
think I have been honest with 3011 the past 
four years jib your representative, and that 
my record is such that I am entitled to 
your further consideration as legislator, 
I shall be glad to receive your support for 
the Senatonmip on the 8th day of Au gust 
at the primaries.
